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HUGHES GETS PLAN
. TO SAVE GERMANY
Lafayette Defriese Explains
His Billion Dollar Credit

Project to Secretary.

FDR RAW MATERIALS

German Americans Were to
Help Put the World on

Its Feet Again.

FRANCE CHECKED SCHEME

'Unofficial Diplomat' Wanted
to Get United States to

Intervene.

Lafayette Defriese, one of the four
Americans who were supposed to have
influenced Dr. Simons, then German
Foreign Minister, to ask President
Harding last month to arbitrate the
German reparations prob.em, has sent
to Secretary of State Hughes a letter
explaining his actions, denying that he
tried to usurp the functions of a dip-
lomat, and detailing the plan whereby
he hoped, and apparently still hopes,
to arrange a $1,000,000,000 credit in
the United States for the shipment of
raw materials to German industries.
The letter was written in London

on May 2, iu the week following the
publication of The New York Her-

J ald's cabled report of the activities in
Berlin of Mr. Defriese and his Ameri-
can associates. The associates were

Dr. Richard Moldenke, a metallur¬
gist, of Watchung, N. J.; Ludwig
Hoefler, a lawyer, of San Francisco,
and Franklin Helm, a promoter. Mr.
Defriese is an American, but is the
European partner in the New York
law firm of Steele, Defriese & Steele.
All four men have returned to this
country, and Messrs. Defriese and
Moldenke are now in Washington,
presumably seeking official sanction
for their ambitious project of helping
both German industry and American
trade.

A Heart to Heart Talk.
Mr. Defriese began his letter to Mr.

Hughes by saying that "so much non¬
sense has been written and cabled about
my visit to Berlin that I wish to state
to you as a fellow member and as the
leader at the present time of the Amerl-
can bar exactly what led me to go to
Berlin and what I did while there."
He spoke of the serious situation as

regards cotton, of which vast quantities
are piled in warehouses with no outlet,
with the growers Indebted to bankers for
financing and a new crop soon to de-
mand financing. Copper and woollen
materials were In about the same fix.
binder these circumstances, wrote Mr

Defriese, "Mr. Franklin Helm of New
York, who has been more or loss inti¬
mately associated with large affairs In
years past, and whose legal business I
have done for probably fifteen years,
was approached with the view of trying
to devise some plan to bring about re¬
lief." Mr. Helm, the letter goes on. de¬
cided that the banking groups probably
would not undertake to raise $1,000.-
000.000 to finance the control and ship¬
ment of raw materials. So Mr. Helm
approached many leading private citi¬
zens, most of them wealthy German
Americans, and "found that they had
subscribed for $2,000,000,000 of Liberty
bonds and that they would be prepared
to undertake to raise the proposed
amount If the details ware left to them.

"Their plan," the letter continues,
"was to organize committers In all the
leading towns and cities throughout the
United States in which they had Influ¬
ence and to appeal personally to the
residents of those districts to subscribe
as much as possible toward a loan to
carry out the operations. They first pro¬
posed to form an Industrial corporation
with a paid up capital of $10.00(1,000, to
be the centre of the operations, take
the funds provided and pay for and ship
the raw materials. This capital ten of
them pledged themselves to subscribe,
and with this foundation Mr. Helm came
to Europe to see what plans could be
carried out In Germany, which, of
course, will be, if financial details can
be arranged, the great purchaser of
these raw materials."

Plnnned to Relieve World.
Dr. Moldenke, an authority on Iron

and steel production, went to Europe
with Mr. Helm, taking letters from "his
warm personal friend," Senator Frellng-
huysen of New Jersey. Dr. Moldenke
was to deal with the Krupps and other
great manufacturers of Iron and steel
and also copper products. The third
American, Mr. Hoefler, Is described In
the letter as "not only a good lawyer
but he has great Influence with the
wealthiest German-American people In
the Far West"
Mr. Defriese. at the request of Mr.

Helm and his associates, went to Oer-
many to pass upon whatever legal
.('heme should be devised, being urged
to give at least a few days to plans
which meant not only relief to my own

country, but which might also mean the
starting of commercial operations which
would begin to put the world on Its feet
again."
The financial plan finally evolved, Mr.

Defriese said, consisted of a propose, 1
Issue by the German Government of
ten year 8 per cent dollar treasury
notes, to be received ana marketed by a
trust company In the United States, but
as all German assets wero pledged to the
Allies in the reparation agreement* It
was obvious that something more than
treasury notes was required. The ar¬

rangement than made was that a trust
company should be farmed In Germany.
and that the dlr ,rs should give
their Individual pi that when raw

materials were sh i to the company
by the American corporation they
would distribute them among consumers,
faking In each case ample personal se¬

curity.
Mr Defriese pointed out that when It'

was learned that the French Govern¬
ment Intended to take over German in¬
dustries on May 1 tile arrangement
could not he carried out unless the
French changed their plans. Hence, he
said, he sent cablegrams to Hughes,
Hoover and Weeks urging that pressure
!>¦. brought to bear upon the Allies to
defer the proposed operation on May 1.
A despatch from Washington said

that while Mr. Defriese and his asso¬
ciates were In Germany they were un¬

aware that the State Department was

getting its own reports of their activ¬
ities. No comment was obtainable at
the State Department yesterday.

dustry at home and abroad. TTpon leav¬
ing the White House he aald

"I favor repeal of alt shipping laws
that at present act as a hindrance to
operation of the vessels engaged in the
American merchant marine. I also favor
the free passage through the Panama
Canal of American vessels. I would also
enact a law providing for more liberal
shipping Insurance. All foreign coun¬
tries provide a subsidy for their ship¬
ping interests, and while I would not
advocate a direct subsidy for American
ships I think some sort of legislation
should be passed to encourage the up¬
building of an American merchant
marine and the development of the ex¬

port trade of the United States."
Calling of the banaers to Washington

sets a precedent in Administration pro¬
cedure. There is but one incident in re¬
cent history in anywise similar. That
was during the threatened panic of 1907,
when President Roosevelt called the late
J. P. Morgan to Washington to discuss
ways and means and ask his aid in sav¬

ing a threatening situation.

Bankers who dined with the President
In Washington on Wednesday night de¬
clared yesterday that reports that Liber¬
ty's were to be paid off as their first few
issues mature out of the proceeds of
British. French, Italian and Belgian
bonds sold to American Investors with
the guarantee of the United States Gov-

ernment is incorrect and misleading to
the present holder of Liberty bonds.
Bankers pointed out that payment

of nearby maturities of Libertys by
the sale of allied bonds to American
investors would be much more expen¬
sive than a straight I'nited States Gov¬
ernment refunding of the floating debt
of some $2,500,000,000. and of the fifth
Government issue of $4,497,818,75n. which
matures In 1923. On the ground of ex¬

pense and cost alone, to handle the
next maturity in that fashion would
be a ridiculous step, according to bank-
ers who have studied the problem.

U. S. INDUSTRY GAINED
150 PER CENT. 1914-19

Plants Increased Only 5 Per
Cent, in That Period.

Washinuton, May 26..With an in¬
crease of only 5 per cent, in the num¬

ber of manufacturing establishments in
operation, America's industrial products
Increased 150 per cent, between 1914
and 1919, the Census Bureau to-day an¬
nounced. In 1919, with 288,375 estab¬
lishments reported, the value of prod¬
ucts was $62,588,905,000, against a
value of $24,246,435,000 produced by
275,791 establishments in 1914
